The veffel having met with bad weather, was deferted by 
the crew, who, being taken up by-a fifhing-boat, were brought 
into Eymouth between eight and ‘nine of the morning of the 
11th of December, and the fhip funk off Burnmouth, within 
two or three miles of Eymouth, abouth ten o’clock in the 
morning. — 

Mr Grieve did not countermand the infurance, or fend to 
Prefs to get his Jetter back from the poltmafter, cither of which 
he could have done, but allowed the infurati¢é to be made on 
the evening of the day the veel funk ; .and an .attion having 
been brought for payment of the lofs, the Judge-Admiral found 
that it was incumbent on Mr Grieve, by exprefs, to have in-
